7. This class served two purposes. On the one hand it 
provided the CS Records element which is required for OFC, 
allowing us to teach a smaller and more manageable group than 
wouldhavebeen the case if they had been included with the rest 
at ^^^^Hon the following week. On the other hand it pro- 
vided the foundation for CS Records II, which these students will 
receive after OFC, just before their interim desk assignment. 

8. Several of the students asked probing questions, parti- 
cularly about whether or not CIA "keeps files on American citizens 
We were helped to some extent here by students who had served 
either in Security, Central Reference, or on area desks, and who 
helped to thrash out the matter during the breaks. Aside from the 
obvious parallel with current publicity about Army investigations, 
the problem seems to have been that many of the external CTs 
assumed CIA to be a single unit. When this was finally explained, 
and we could make clear that the CS is a separate element within 
the Agency, with records which are available only to CS personnel 
for operational purposes, the rest of the course went through with little 
difficulty.
